Dinner exchanges can help save 
time and money, but can be tricky

NEW YORK Julia and ^^ndy Alexander recently swapped five serv- 
ings of bluefish with Moroccan couscous for five servings of spinach 
lasagna on a recent Saturday They also traded pasta with chicken 
and artichoke hearts for a rich chili made with ground beef, bacon 
and chocolate. 

The domestic partners have scored other tasty lunches and din- 
ners through the Brooklyn Dinner Collective, a dinner co-op the 
two started in October of last year. 

The system isn’t perfect. There are 45 members on meetup.com, 
but only one or two generally show up for the weekly supper swaps, 
which usually take place at 5 p,m, each Saturday 

“Getting started is the hardest part,” said Wendy Alexander, a 
drama teacher at an elementary school in Harlem, “But it’s such a 
good idea. So much of it is about saving time, energy and money” 
Dinner co-ops, sometimes called supper swaps, are serving up 
friendships and fellowship across the country Some members cook 
together; others cook in their own kitchens. Some meet weekly, 
others monthly Some are vegetarian, others are vegan. 

They all give busy families an easy and economical answer to the 
age-old question: What’s for dinner? 

Here’s how a dinner co-op works. On your day to cook, you pre- 
pare a meal for you and your friends. Keep one meal for yourself and 
exchange the rest with the members of your co-op. For the rest of the 
week, depending on how many people participate in your co-op, you 
can sit back and relax, as your meals already are prepared for you. 
The system is so popular, it’s conjured up a covey of experts, 
Diana Ellis, AJex Davis and Andy Remeis, of Boise, Idaho, 
authors of “Dinner at Your Door,” have headed their own cooking 
circles for years. In Dalton, Ohio,Trish Berg, author of “The Great 
American Supper Swap,” has been exchanging her chicken pot pie 
with fried apples for beef and cheese burritos for the past five years. 
And Ginny Bowie of Hanover, Va,, who has been cooking co-op- 
style for the past 20 years, has produced a DVD to teach others 
how they can get their own dinner co-op started, 

“You’ve got the coach. You’ve got the quarterback. You’ve got 
this team of individual personalities. And when all the meals have 
been handed over successfully, that’s your touchdown,” said Bowie, 
who swaps meals weekly. 

But Patrice Travis of Mansfield, Mass,, who started a monthly 
supper swap because she and her husband were eating out too 
much, said that not every meal scores. One month a member made 
garden vegetable tofu, 

“My dog wasn’t begging for that one,” Travis said. 

The Brooklyn Dinner Collective welcomes vegetarian and vegan 
meals, StiU, there can be misunderstandings. 

During a recent gathering, two new members confessed they 
thought the collective was more like a potiuck dinner. One brought 
a spinach salad and the other brought a pan of spinach lasagna.

What Is your life like outside of Twitter? 

I have a wife and house in Berkeley (Calif), 
plus two dogs, two cats and a rescued 
tortoise living in the upstairs shower. (His 
wife, Livia, is a wildlife rehabditator.) It’s 
kind of like Dr. Doolittle. 

{Twitter] is my full-time gig, but I also 
advise small start-ups. I started out as an 
artist, so when I do have free time, I do a 
lot of painting and writing. 


When did you realize Twitter could be some- 
thing really big? 

During an earthquake. I was sitting in 
the subway, and {the train] hadn’t left yet. 

I heard some people murmuring about 
an earthquake. I started getting panicky, 
thinking I should get off the train. But 
{through a Twitter message] a friend was 
saying it was a 4.5 and no big deal. I realized 
very quickly that it wasn’t a big deal, and 
that actually kept me in my seat and got 
me home in time for dinner. We knew that 
there was definitely something there. 


What has been your proudest Twitter 
moment? 

There was a gas shortage last summer in 
Atlanta, and watching people use Twitter to 
find where the gas was. Twitter isn’t about 
the triumph of technology, it’s about the 
triumph of humanity. 

What are some of the craziest uses for 
Twitter you Ve heard of?

Meet Carolyn Hopkins, a 60 -year- 
old commercial voice-over professional 
living in Maine. She has been recording 
announcements for use by transit agencies, 
airports, Disney parks, Olympic venues, 
factories and corporations for about 
25 years. 

You might know her as that kindly 
reminder, broadcast at more than 80 of the 
top 100 U.S. airports: “The moving walkway 
is now ending.” Or “Smoking is permitted in 
designated areas only” 

Her audio has been wafting through 58 of 
the CTA’s 144 rail stations since mid-February 
with more stations and a wider repertoire of 
announcements still to come. 

The sound bites played on CTA buses 
and trains still are rendered by a male voice- 
over announcer from Milwaukee who insists 
on remaining anonymous for fear of being 
typecast as a performer incapable of handling 
a script more demanding than “Doors 
closing.” 

The CTA’s male announcer said he is 
handling the shared duties well. 

“I think it’s fabulous,” he said. 

Hopkins makes recordings in her home 
studio near Bangor and transmits them 
to Innovative Electronic Designs Inc., a 
company in Louisville that sells paging and 
public-address systems. “I really consider it 
an honor to try to help,” she said, adding that 
she has been heard giving tornado warnings in 
Indiana and tsunami alerts in Honolulu. 

And she’s proud to be the new voice of the 
CTA. 

“I love Chicago,” said Hopkins, who 
traces her affection for the city to a mid- 
1960s Beatles concert she attended at the 
old Comiskey Park, as well as shopping 
excursions to Marshall Fields. 

“I really appreciate now being one of the 
voices Chicagoans hear.”

7 spots for fish and chips like 
you’ve never seen it before

O here’s a good reason we traditionally drink ourselves silly on 
St. Patrick’s Day The celebratory alternative, stuffing our- 
selves with Irish fare, just doesn’t hold as much appeal. (All- 
you-can-eat boiled cabbage? Uh, we’ll take another Guinness, 

please.) 

But the Irish do know pub grub. Fish and chips? Now there’s a dish 
we’ll drink to. Just our luck (and we’re not even Irish!), local chefs have 
been riffing off the old Emerald Isle favorite a lot lately Get primed for 
St. Pat’s with one of their takes.

611 N. Fairbanks Ct. 312-224-2200 
Executive chef Scott Walton uses 
the freshest wild-caught fish he 
can get his hands on for the ale- 
battered fish and chips ($20) at this 
new restaurant in the Streeterville 
Doubletree, so one day you might 
get walleye, another cod and still 
another, pollock. He stays local with 
the beer batter, using Half Acre’s 
Over Ale to create a “nice and mild 
malt flavor with a little bitterness.” 
Everything else is upscale- 
traditional: homemade tartar sauce, 
thick-cut potato fries tossed with 
parsley and salt, and a small salad 
highlighting seasonal greens and 
herbs. 


2118 N. Damen Ave. 773-235-6434 
Skatewing is the fish of choice for 
Michael Taus, chef-partner at this 
Bucktown neighborhood spot. “I like 
cod but prefer the wide-winged fish 
because it’s so thin and cooks quickly, 
so it’s not a big, greasy chunk of fish,” 
he explains. (And Taus knows fish: He 
was a fishmonger at age 18.) He serves 
the skate crusted in panko with fries 
tossed in garlic oil, Pecorino-Romano 
and chives. Though Taus’ version of 
fish and chips is always available a 
la carte for $18, it’s an entree option 
on the restaurant’s special $25 three- 
course Lenten menu, available Fridays 
through March 27. 


4343 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-477-7144 
Gilbert Langlois, chef-owner of 
this North Center bistro, looks to 
New Zealand for inspiration for his 
version of fish and chips ($25). The 
dish is based on the cornstarch-, 
salt- and pepper-coated calamari 
he remembers from visiting the 
island country. At Chalkboard, he 
applies the mixture to Lake Michigan 
whitefish before frying in veggie oil 
for a light, crisp, low-grease result. 

The fish strips, served alongside 
bright red beets prepared the same 
way, get a sprinkling of grated pink 
and Sichuan peppercorns before they 
hit the table with a side of homemade 
tartar sauce.

Don’t go looking for tartar sauce 
with the fish and chips at this 
seafood-focused restaurant from 
celeb chef Marcus Samuelsson 
in the Affinia Chicago hotel. 
Executive chef Seth Siegel-Gardner 
prepares his jerk spice-rubbed 
and beer-battered cod ($22) with 
coconut milk, shredded coconut, 
ginger, garlic, lime juice and capers 
for a burst of Jamaican-style 
flavors. Add some hand-cut fries 
and homemade ketchup (you’ll 
never go back), and you’ll be 
singing Bob Marley instead of Irish 
drinking songs by the time the 
night is out.

We weren’t surprised to hear 
that spice-master chef Kristine 
Subido uses Moroccan spices for 
her take on fish and chips ($10) 
at Wave, the globally inspired 
restaurant in the W Lakeshore 
Hotel. Subido pairs bite-sized 
pieces of grouper and thinly sliced 
potatoes lightly fried in rice oil 
with a zesty sauce of honey and 
harissa, a North African condiment 
that incorporates garlic, cumin, 
coriander and other spices. The 
dish also is served with traditional 
tartar sauce and a French-style 
cherry mignonette.

The frontman of punk outfit 
Thursday on why he’s tight 
with The Cure— but not the UN 

By Kirk Miller 

Thursday literally was the cover story for the emo movement 
a few years back (see Spin, Rolling Stone, Alternative Press, 
etc.). But it seems like the New Jersey-based band might be 
in the best place in their career right now 

The group’s fifth full-length album, the new “Common 
Existence,” is by far the band’s finest effort, mixing the aggres- 
sion and energy of their early work with the complexity and 
larger lyrical perspective of their more recent albums. It’s a 
record that would feel right at home played next to Fugazi, 
the Deftones or even Radiohead. 

On the eve of headlining the Rockstar Taste of Chaos 
tour, Thursday frontman Geoff Rickly (who turns 
30 on Sunday) talked about working in a warehouse, 
sparring with the UN and hanging with The Cure’s Robert 
Smith. 

Your bio says you recorded “Common Existence” in a “damp 
warehouse.” Why didn’t you choose a dry one? 

[Laughs] We wrote it in a damp warehouse, but we recorded 
it upstate in a log cabin. But yeah, we spent a lot of time in 
this huge warehouse in North Bergen, New Jersey It was too 
big. We had to rebuild the walls to create a smaller practice 
room. We’d go in there six hours a day, six days a week. It was 
really a {dump]. 


There are some big guest stars on this record. How do 
you decide that Tim Mcllrath from Rise Against or Walter 
Schreifels from Quicksand is right for a song? 

It was pretty simple. When Rise Against was in town, we 
were like, “You have tomorrow off? Wanna come in?” As for 
Walter, I ran into him jogging in Brooklyn 
and asked if he wanted to sing on this one 
song where we were pretty much ripping 
off his old band. And he heard it and said, 

“Yeah, that’s really Quicksand.” 

I heard that the album also has a connection 
to David Foster Wallace. 

I had been in touch with him about writing some lyrics or 
doing something for Thursday or my side project. United 
Nations. We exchanged a few letters back and forth. I was 
totally bummed when I found out about his suicide. He was 
such a compassionate, amazing writer. Part of the record is 
dedicated to him. 

Speaking of United Nations ... apparently, you’ve received 
some threatening words from the actual UN? 

That’s sadly true. The way it looks, we’re fighting a lawsuit 
we could win ... if we had the money It’s a trademark and 
copyright infringement case, but there has to be confu- 
sion in the marketplace for it to work. There’s no way 
somebody’s going to say, “I found this record in a record 
store. I thought it was for the real UN!” I mean, our Web 
site is unitedf— ingnations.com! We never mention them in a 
song. I think they’re suing because they’re like, “Hey, punk 
kids don’t have money” But we’re talking to the ACLU. It’s a 
First Amendment case at this point. 


On a different note: You produced the first My Chemical 
Romance record. Did you know what you were dealing with? 

I felt they were going to be huge. Gerard knows what he’s 
doing. But I didn’t think they’d be world-dominating huge. 

I mean, they did Times Square on New Tear’s Eve! For me, 
it was a crazy mix of emotions, and it sucks 
because he’s so busy that we don’t get to talk 
much. Gerard and I were really good friends. 
But it’s interesting: I see where they’re at 
and sometimes. I’m like, “Thank god that’s 
not me.” 


You should have taken a percentage of future 
sales or something. You’d be set! 

Teah, I could have been a total douchebag. Part of me is like, 
“I struggle to make rent, why couldn’t Thursday get a frac- 
tion of that?” [Laughs] 

When you opened for The Cure a few years ago and Robert 
Smith would watch you on the side of the stage, what was 
going through your mind? 

The first show he did that, I freaked out. I couldn’t stay in 
the moment. I mean, I lost my virginity to a Cure song! But 
I got used to it, and we became friends. We’d go drinking 
after shows. He’s super cool. 

One of your openers for this tour. Bring Me the Horizon, sort 
of has a reputation for getting into fights. Thoughts? 

Hmm. I don’t really know them. They look like skinny 
English lads. I’m not worried.
